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Report  of  the  Directors. 


Although  the  extension  of  the  St.  Giles  Home  which  was 
in  contemplation  when  the  War  broke  out  has  still  to  be 
deferred,  the  Directors  are  glad  to  be  able  to  report  that  the 
year  1917  was  one  of  progress. 

The  patients  who  were  in  the  Home,  with  one  exception,  when 
the  last- Annual  Report  was  issued  are  still  under  treatment  there; 
and  during  the  year  another  patient  was  received — a  boy  of  sixteen, 
who  had  been  in  residence  at  a  public  school  in  this  country  for 
twelve  months  before  his  case  was  correctly  diagnosed.  He  is  a 
most  cheerful  and  engaging  patient,  and  it  is  satisfactory  to  know^ 
that  while  his  education  is  not  pressed  at  the  expense  of  his  health, 
he  receives  regular  tuition  from  the  Chaplain  of  the  Society  of 
Divine  Compassion. 

Since  last  autumn  about  100  yards  of  roadway  have  been  con¬ 
structed  on  the  property,  so  that  tradesmen’s  carts  have  now  easier 
access  to  the  patients’  dwellings. 

The  gardens  also,  in  spite  of  the  difficulty  of  hiring  labour, 
have  been  greatly  improved,  thanks  especially  to  the  exertions  of 
Miss  Scott.  The  Directors  hope  that  the  discontinuance  of  her 
much  appreciated  help  will  be  but  temporary. 

They  tender  their  cordial  thanks  to  the  Trustees  of  the  Strath- 
cona  Bequest  for  a  grant  of  £250,  and  to  the  Trustees  of  the 
Sherburn  Hospital,  Durham,  for  a  grant  of  ;fl00. 
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Their  thanks  are  also  due  to  the  kind  friends  who  so  liberally 
responded  to  the  special  appeal  for  funds  made  last  autumn.  The 
donations  included  one  of  £200  from  Lady  Strathcona,  and  another 
of  the  same  amount  from  Lord  Iveagh. 

The  generous  response  to  their  appeal  has  enabled  the  Directors 

to  pay  off  £200  of  debt  during  the  year,  and  a  further  ;f450  has  been 

% 

liquidated  since  the  New  Year  began,  so  that  the  loan  from  the  Bank 
has  now  been  reduced  to  ;^^600,  and  the  advance  of  :f500  from 
Miss  Erskine  has  been  entirely  repaid.  For  providing  this  sub¬ 
stantial  sum,  free  of  interest,  at  the  most  critical  juncture  in  the 
history  of  the  Home,  the  Directors  offer  to  Miss  Erskine  their 
grateful  thanks. 

They  regret  to  have  to  announce  the  retirement  of  Dr.  Abraham 
from  the  Board. 

Once  more  they  desire  gratefully  to  acknowledge  the  devoted 
services  of  Sister  Clare  and  the  nurses,  while  regretting  that  Sister 
Monica  is  about  to  leave  the  Home. 

The  Directors  hope  that  the  day  is  not  far  distant  when  the 
Home  will  have,  as  it  certainly  ought  to  have,  a  resident  Medical 
Superintendent.  Meanwhile  they  renew  their  warmest  thanks  to 
Dr.  Turner  for  his  monthly  visits  to  the  patients. 

In  accordance  with  the  Articles  of  Association  the  following 
Directors  retire  from  office,  but  being  eligible  offer  themselves 
for  re-election,  namely: — Dr.  J.  M.  H.  Macleod  and  Sir  Montagu 
Pollock,  Bart.

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Report  of  the  Sister-in-charge. 


WE  have  not  been  able  to  take  any  big  new  steps  this  year  owing 
to  the  increasing  problems  produced  by  the  War,  but  we 
can  report  quiet,  steady  progress.  The  wonderful  summer 
has  enabled  our  patients  to  stand  the  winter  months  much  better  than 
in  former  years.  Some  of  them  slept  out  regularly  in  their  verandahs 
during  the  warm  weather,  and  all  spent  as  much  time  as  possible 
out  of  doors.  We  had  one  or  two  enjoyable  picnics  in  the  adjacent 
woods,  and  tennis,,  clock  golf  and  other  outdoor  amusements  were 
ver}^  popular.  During  the  winter  two  of  our  patients  have  been  busy 
rabbit  shooting  and  bringing  back  most  welcome  additions  to  the 
larder.  Our  oldest  inhabitant,  though  now  very  helpless,  can  still 
take  a  keen  interest  in  all  that  goes  on  around  us,  and  is  looked 
upon  as  the  military  expert  of  the  place.  Our  latest  arrival,  a  boy 
of  16,  is  a  joy  to  us  all,  though  it  is  terribly  sad  that  he  should 
have  to  be  amongst  us.  He  makes  the  best  of  everything,  and  is 
leading  an  active,  healthy,  outdoor  life,  with  his  own  chickens  and 
rabbit  shooting  to  amuse  him,  and  we  have  great  hopes  of  an 
improvement  in  his  health.  One  young  patient,  in  spite  of  all  we 
can  do,  is  fast  losing  his  sight,  and  it  is  very  pathetic  to  see  him 
growing  more  and  more  helpless.  Still  we  can  only  feel  that  he  is 
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far  better  here  than  he  could  be  elsewhere  as  he  can  lead  a  natural 

home  life,  and  yet  get  all  the  medical  attention  that  he  needs. 

One  sister  acts  as  his  housewife,  whilst  another  attends  to  his 

medical  wants.  We  are  shortly  expecting  a  new  patient  who  will 
occupy  our  only  empty  Bungalow ;  we  shall  then  be  quite  full,  and 
shall  be  obliged  to  refuse  other  cases  who  may  apply  until  it  is 
possible  to  extend  our  buildings. 

We  have  had  some  good  “  socials  ”  in  the  summer  in  the 

garden,  with  games  competitions,  and  during  the  winter  in  the 
“  Common  Room  ”  Miss  Bayliss,  from  the  “  Old  Vic  ”  Theatre,  has 
twice  given  us  the  greatest  pleasure  by  coming  down  to  entertain 
us,  and  a  friend  from  a  neighbouring  camp  delighted  us  many  times 
with  his  violin.  Local  talent  is  never  backward,  as  everyone  feels  at 
home.  We  had  a  very  cheery  Christmas,  thanks  to  the  wonderful 
generosity  of  our  many  friends,  and  good  things  were  showered 
upon  us.  The  patients  helped  to  decorate,  and  the  Shetland  pony 
walked  in  amongst  us,  led  by  Father  Christmas  and  laden  with 
presents.  We  had  a  real  Christmas  tea  and  a  very  merry  “sing-song,” 
with  sketches  and  recitations  from  various  people,  and  we  were  all 
surprised  to  find  the  lateness  of  the  hour  when  “  God  save  the  King,” 
was  played. 

A  good  gravel  drive  has  been  made  from  the  gate  nearly  up 
to  the  laundry,  which  is  an  immense  improvement,  and  the  Brothers 
have  been  digging  new  beds,  staking  trees,  and  generally  tidying  up 
the  gardens.  Rough  fencing  has  been  put  up  at  the  back  of  the 
bungalows,  dividing  off  a  piece  of  land  for  each  patient,  and  three 
of  the  patients  now  keep  their  own  [chickens.  We  hope  to  see  a 
/ 
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great  improvement  in  the  general  appearance  of  the  gardens  this 
summer,  in  spite  of  the  difficulties  of  labour.  We  cannot  close 
without  again  expressing  our  most  grateful  thanks  to  Dr.  Turner, 
not  only  for  his  regular  visits,  but  for  the  numerous  little  kindnesses 
he  has  done  both  for  us  and  the  patients.  Also  we  should  like 
to  say  how  much  we  have  appreciated  the  welcome  visits  of  the 
Trustees  during  the  year  and  the  very  great  kindnesses  we  have 
received  from  our  numerous  outside  friends. 

I  think  we  all  feel  that  in  spite  of  the  many  problems  of  these 
difficult  times  we  can  start  1918  more  than  ever  convinced  of  the 
need  of  St.  Giles,  and  that  it  is  worth  while  facing  any  difficulties 
in  order  to  carry  on  the  work.
